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1. The response filed on 5/4/05 has been received and entered 
in the case. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by applicant's admitted prior art Fig. 2. 

See paragraph two of the previous office action for the 
details of this rejection. 

4. Claim 7 is allowed. 

Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 5/4/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

The argument that "the prior art structure has a completely 
different and non-equivalent structure" is not persuasive, i.e., 
both the invention and the prior art have a NAND gate which 
receives an input signal and a POR signal, and which outputs a 
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signal to a pull -down NFET connected between the input of the 
NAND gate and ground. Thus, the assertion that "the prior art 
structure has a completely different and non- equivalent 
structure" is not correct.
